8 o'clock, Ihc lirioa died out almost every- 
where ood there was a doad culm. Tho 
barrioadea— there were barricades every- 
W here— bad lor the most pari been finished 
nnd one might pass most of them wi'huut 
fear o 1 being requisltoned as a navvy. 1 
made my way down the Uue Lolaystte, 
making occasional detours for strategical 
purposes. What strange peopla these Paris- 
ians are. It was a fine cvocirg and the 
scene in the narrow streets was like Duke's 
pUce in Aldgate on a Sunday alternoon. 
Men and women woro placidly sitting in 
chairs by the stroet doors, gossiping leia- 
arely about the events of tho day. Tho chil 
dron played arooud tho barricades — their 
mothers scarcely looking up as tbo geutrle 
beat or '^he distant report ol the bursting oi 
a shell came od the light night wind. 
a horrible matter. 
I penetrated as far as tbo head ol the 
Ruo St. Honore where it runs into the Rue 
R>>yclo and there was witness to ooe ol the 
-trangest cross queatiou and crooked-an- 
swer spectacles. I ever «aw. The Vereaidsts 
were in the Ruo Fauboorg St Huuoro, 
which is a continuation on tbo western side 
ol the Rue Royal of the Rue St llooore, 
behind the barricade at the end of which 1 
was standing, I be Veceailisis were id the 
Corps LegislallO acro s tho water and were 
liriug over the bridge ood the Place de la 
Cutuorda into the big federal barricad 
aorosB the end ol the Piaco Rjyule. In olc 
sense then, the Versoiliste in toe Rue Fau- 
bour 1 St Honore were behind tho defenders 
of this barricade,- but then our barricades 
at tbo Rue St Honore neutralized them there 
and bo the deadlock soemed a fixture. One 
thing I established for certain and that was 
that tbe Veraaiiista were 001 in the Place de 
la Concorde. 

Rciu niog to the Ho'el do la Chasseur 
d' Aniin I found the Veraailists engmed in 
developing another plan ol tactics. Yester-

Tureo hundred wo* 
men dressed in National Guard uniform have 
been takon down the Seine in boats, and It Is 
said the sham sailors who defended tho Rue 
Roy»le 60 bravly were women in disguise. Near 
the Pare Moncenu a. melancholy episode occur- 
ed. A husband and wife were seized and or- 
dered to march forward toward the Place 
Vendome, distance of a mile aud a half. Tbey 
were both of the 11 invalids and unable lo 
walk so fur. The woman sat down on tbo 
curb stoue and refused to move a step, in 
spite of her husband's entreaties thai she 
would try, Sho persisted in her refusal , nud 
they bolh knelt down logothor begging the 
soldiers who accompanied them to shoot them 
at once, if shot they wero to be. 20 revolvers 
were fired, hut still they breathed, and it was 
onlv at tbe Beeoud discbarge that they finnllj- 
saok down dead. The gendarmes then rode 
away, leaving Iho bodies as they had fallen. 
The sireeis on the outer Bide of the rive' pre- 
sent eveu a more piteous spectacle than those of 
the Quartier Rivoli. The fine public buildings 
along the quays are still smoking, while the 
Rue du H ic and tho greater portion of the 
Quartier St Qormain are a mere heap ol ashes .
